BECENT DEATHS. 


CoLtoneL RIcHARD CHENERY, formerly Navy 
Agent 1p San Francisco, Cal., under the admipistra- 
tion of President Lincoln, and the last civilian to 
occupy that position, died suddenly of heart disease 
at his home io Belfast, Me., July 27. He will be re- 
membered by a large number of naval officers for 
his uoiformly courteous and genial character dur- 
ing their intercourse with him from 1861 to 1865, and 
especially by the many friends he made amoug the 
older officers. He was among the early pioneers to 
the Pacific coast in 1849, and engaged in basiness 
enterprises there for about 30 years. He was the 
firet president of the Cajifornia Steam Navigation 
Co., at atime when it was the leading corporation 
of that coast, and gained his title of colonel in com- 
mand of one of the three mounted regiments of the 
Vigilance Committee in San Francisco during the 
troublous times in 1856, when the better class of 
citizens were obliged to form an orgavization to en- 
force and good order, and ensure safety to 
the life and property of the people. He afterwards 
was a member of the legi-lature that framed good 
laws to the same end. He was one of the Repub- 
lean electors of California at the election of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and was in Washington at the time of 
bis inauguration, being one of the mounted guard 
of the President's personal friends that rode beside 
bis carriage to the Vapitol when he took the inau- 
gural oath. Since 1879, Colonel Chenery had mude 
his bome in Belfast, Me., and has been prominent in 
all the movements for the advancement of that 
city. He leaves a widow and two sons, ove of whom 
is Lieut.-Comdr. Leonard Chenery, U. 8. N 


Mrs. ELIZABETH Sanps, the oldest and one of the 
most remarkable women io Baltimore, died Aug. 3, 
vged 101 years and 5 months. Her centenary was 
celebrated March 7 last year. The part she took in 
the War of 1812 made heran honorary member of 
the famous Old Defenders’ Association. Her first 
busband, Peter Smith, wasasoldier in our Army.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue German Government is about to erect a 
monument in Samoa to the memory of the German 
soldiers and sailors who lost their lives during the 
hurricane at Apia on March 15, 1889.

She 
steamed for five bou's at an easy rate of speed, ard 
according to the statements of her builders the trip 
was thoroughly successful. No attempt was made 
to force ber, the only ot ject being to give the new 
machinery a preliminary test.

TueE Brooklyn Eagle says: ‘**The outlook for the 
Navy of the United States is auspicious.

ACCORDING to a scientific contemporary the work 
of constructing the North Sea and Baltic Sbip Canal 
bas not made very rapid progress.

The important feature of providing for the passage 
of large war ships is being kept wellin view. Dou- 
ble locks are to be constructed, estimated to accom 
modate about 8 steamers and 18 sailing vessels at 
the same time. 


Tue Spanish Government, after repeated consul- 
tatioos with Lieut. Peral, bas resolvei to build a 
small flotilla of the submarine boat invented by the 
lieutenant, but on a larger scale, capable, in fact. of 
affording accommodution for a crew of from 20 to 
50 men. The results of the trials of the El Peral 
bave been most satisfactory, the electric boat bav- 
ing proved to be an excellent seagoing vessel, capa- 
ble of remaiving many hours under water, and of 
approaching any vessel without bene detected. It 
is declared to be far superior to the Goubet, the Gym- 
note, and other foreign vessels of the kind. 


Tue N. Y. Times reports that an alteration in the 
screw of the Phi'adelphia from 19%¢ feet, as origin- 
ally intended, to 20 feer, reduced her speed which, 
according to the calculations of the designer of the 
machinery. Horace See, should have been 20 knots 
an hour. The Times says: “Among the few experts 
who have been lately acquainted with the above 
facts, it isestimated that fully $50,000, if not $75 000, 
has been lost by the Cramps. ‘Mr. See, in estimat- 
ing a speed of 20 knots an hour,’ said one gentleman 
recently, ‘ was sure to make that speed, as bis cool, 
calculating nature vever allows him to indulge in 
possibilities. Asan instance, Mr. See calculated the 
pigbt before the Vesuvius made her great run that 
she would make 20.5 koots. His natural reticence 
would not permit bim to plave the figure apy 
higher, po matier how sanguine he may have been. 
if Horace See calculated 20 knots for the Philadel- 
phia, then I would stake all I possess that the cruiser 
would have done a quarter of a knot in excess.’ ” 


THE new Italian battleship, Andrea Doria, un- 
derwent ber full power steam trial on Tbursday, 
July 15. off Spezia. She is of 11,000 tons displace- 
ment, 328 ft. long, and 65 ft.4 in. in beam. Her en- 
gines, 10,000 horse power, were inteuded to give 
ber a maximum speed of 16 knots. Her armament 
exceeds anything we. have bitherto attempted, or 
sre hkelv te attempt, consisting as it does of four 
110-ton Elswick guns, mounted in two barbettes, 
two 6-in. quick-firing guns,and twelve machine 
guns. The machinery of the Andrea Doria and the 
Ruggiero di Lauria is by Messrs. Maudaluy, Sone, 
aod Field, of Lambeth, and is of the three cylinder 
inverted triple-ex pansion type, working twin screw, 
and fitted with Joy’s patent valve gear. Steam is 
supplied by eight large double-ended boilers, ar- 
ranged ic closed stokebolds. The Andrea Doria left 
the Gulf of Spezia at 10 A. M., in charge of Admiral 
Turi and Capt. Granville, of the Italian Navy. 
Everything worked well, and an air pressure in the 
stokebolds of only % in. was found quite sufficient 
to maintain the power required. The resnit of the 
day’s run wus a mean borse-power of 10 500, and an 
average speed of 16.1 knots. The cval was uupicked, 
and the atokers were Ltulian. The preliminary trials 
of the Re Umberto, 20,000 borse power, are expected 
to take plave in a few weeks’ time at Naples. She 
also is engined by Messrs. Maudslay.

Many are so confident of 
Colonel Baxter’s appointment that they are already 
speculating upon his successor as chief medical pur- 
veyor.

THE “‘ AGE OF FORCE” AT WORK. 


It is very unfortunate that Dr. De Costa should 
bave felt obliged to absent himself in Europe this 
summer. The ‘‘ Age of Force” has taken unfair 
advantage of his absence and is most unhandsomely 
interfering with the progress of his “Age of 
Reason.” Representatives of the Central and South 
America republics met in Washington, and after 
accepting the generous hospitality of our Govern- 
ment, adopted the most roseate views of the possi- 
bility of substituting arbitration for armament and 
of maintaining the peace between themselves, and 
within their several borders, without resort to 
violence. No sooner do they return and an- 
nounce their amicable conclusions to their several 
governments, when reports come of war between 
Guatemala and San Salvador and a revolution in 
the Argentine Republic which has dyed the streets 
of its capital red with blood. This is a matter for 
serious reflection, as well as for deep regret. The 
causes at work to disturb the general peace upon 
this continent are at aJl times operative, and there 
is nothing whatever in the existing situation, or in 
the prospects of the immediate future, to justify the 
conclusion that precautions against public disturb- 
ance are no longer necessary or desirable. Compe- 
tition, contention and conflict are the natural ac- 
companiments of enterprise and vital force. They 
disturb harmony between individuals, they inter- 
fere with the peaceful intercourse between members 
of the same organization or society, and they are 
always threatening that disturbance in the relations 
of State with State, and people with people, which 
we call war. 

It is not true, as superficial observers would 
have us believe, that wars are always the result of 
trivial and unnecessary differences that reason 
might reconcile. They are the expression and the 
necessary result of the conflict that goes on con- 
stantly, in every human breast, between contending 
forces, and until peace bas gathered into its fold the 
individual factors of society it will not be con. 
trolling in society itself. We wish it were other- 
wise, but so it is, and it is ignorance and not wis- 
dom that prompts such utterances as those we have 
found recent occasion to criticise. ‘‘I know of no 
way to judge of the future,” said Patrick Henry, 
“except by the past,” and what is there in our past, 
or that of any other country, that justifies an as- 
sault upon the military profession? I come not to 
bring peace, but a sword, declared the Divine Mas- 
ter—that is to rouse men from the stagnation of 
sloth and self-indulgence, and to set in motion the 
mighty forces that may in the end work out the 
happy result Dr. De Costa prophecies of. But a 
thousand years in His sight are but as yesterday, 
as a watch in the night, and a single sermon of 
even the eloquent Dr. De Costa is insufficient to si. 
lence at once the voices of contention. While the 
conflict continues one of the noblest of all profes- 
sions is that of arms, for this in its highest expres- 
sion concerns the general weal rather than the in- 
dividual interest, and its members stand ready at 
all times to sacrifice personal ease and comfort, and 
even life itself, on the altar of country. Christ 
commended the Roman Centurion when he came to 
him; he bade the soldiers to be content with their 
wages, andto refrain from oppression, but at no 
time did he pass unfavorable judgment upon the 
profession of arms. 

The Peace Congress, now in session in London, 
has passed a resolution—that in any case of war 
being declared between two nations six months 
shall elapse before active operations are com- 
menced. We would recommend that Dr. De Costa 
occupy his summer’s leisure in calling upon Czar 
Alexander, Emperor Wilhelm, Kaiser Francis Jo- 
sepb, and other potentates, to secure their adhe- 
sion to this resolution. He will thus obtain a real- 
izing sense of the difference there is bet ween preach- 
ing and practice. 








THE resignation of Professor Soley causes a va- 
eancy for which there will be undoubtedly a good 
deal of contest if the Secretary decides that it is to 
be filled. There are one or two asssistant as- 
tronomers at the Naval Observatory, who are, we 
believe, eligible, and probably a strong push will be 
made to secure the appointment for some one from 
that institution. The wisdom of making further ap- 
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pointments to this grade is questioned, and elimi- 
nating the academy from the problem leaves the 
observatory and the nautical almanac as the only 
legitimate duty for professors. When the observa- 
tory is transferred to its new home on Georgetown 
Heights. the removal should be confined entirely to 
the scientific plant, leaving the naval plant where 
it now is; thus effecting a physical separation of 
those departments which have been practically 
separate. Turn over the purely astronomical 
part of the institution to the astronomers and let 
them bave entire control thereof; appoint no 
more profeszors, but as vacancies occur fill them 
by civilian appointments, so that eventually the 
Navy will be entirely rid of a corps of officers for 
which it has no use whatever. With this change 
should come a change of name, and the George- 
town branch should be known as the National Ob- 
servatory ; its superintendent should be appointed 
by the President, with a salary of at least $6,000 
that of the superintendent of the Coast Survey ; 
iis astronomers should be appointed by the Secre- 
tary, with salaries ranging from $3.000 to $4,500 
after twenty years service. It should have a suffi- 
ciently numerous corps of assistants, with salaries 
ranging from $1,500 to $2,500, to take all necessary 
observations, and above all sbould possess, in the 
aggregate, a sufficient force of computers to keep 
the work up to date. With such an organization 
as is here briefly outlined, and with an outfit of 
modern instruments, work could and would be 
done far more creditably than now. The control of 
such an affair must rest somewhere, and (un- 
less it were to be transferred to that of the regents 
of the Smithsonian Institution) it could well re 
main where it is, and it should become a portion 
of the civil establishment, but the anomaly of having 
astronomers commissioned as officers of the Navy, 
liable to trial by court-martial, ete , and with rank 
and uniform, should cease. 











Tue future assignment of tbe vessels comprising 
the Squadron of Evolution is a question just now 
agitating the minds of many naval officers, espec- 
ially those connected therewith. The most careful 
inquiry, however, fails to elicit any definite in- 
formation on the subject. Indeed, there is prob- 
ably no one who knows, not even the Secretary 
himself, just what disposition will be made of these 
vessels. The Department is more concerned just 
now in making arrangements for repairing them 
than as to where they are to go. The Chicago and 
Boston will go into dock at New York at once for 
overhauling. It will take about two months to put 
the former in condition for service again, and as 
the latter is to have a new crank shaft she will 
probably be in the bands of navy-yard workmen 
for the next three or four months. The Atlanta is 
to participate in the Grand Army celebration at 
Boston, but she, too, is in need of repairs and will 
shortly be laid up for six or eight weeks. The De- 
partment is still talking about the joint autumn 
manoeuvres between the home squadron and the 
Squadron of Evolution, but it is not altogether cer- 
tain that they will transpire, and if they do no 
thing elaborate need be anticipated. 








THE veterans of the War of bigh aud low degree 
are now converging upon Boston, Mass., where the 
annual national encampment of the G. A. R. will 
take place next week. Boston has made the most hos 
pitable arrangements for the accommodation of the 
visitors, and we venture to predict one of the most 
successful encampments since the organization of 
the Order. 


REGIMENTAL commanders are busy making up 
their recommendations for the transfer of commis- 
sioned officers and enlisted men under the recent 
orders in regard to Troops L and M and Companies 
[and K. It will take some little time to thoroughly 
execute the orders, but it is thought that by Sep- 
tember 1 the whole plan will be in operation. 














Joun 8. PARKER, who was this week appointed a 
cadet at large to West Point for admission next 
June, is a son of Captain Richard C. Parker, U. 8. 
Army, retired. This is the only appointment of 
the kind at the disposal of the President during the 
present fiscal year. 
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ORDERS will be issued from the A. G. O. in a day 
or two prescribing regulations for carrying out the 
first section of the act to prevent desertions relat- 
ing to the retention of $4 per month from tbe pay 
of first-year men. It has been decided that this 
provision applies only to those who have enlisted 
since July 1, 1890, and paymasters have been in- 
structed accordingly. In view of the retroactive 
effect given by the recent interpretation of Section 
2 of the bill, whereby those in their first term of en- 
listment may count time prior to July Lin comput 
ing the three years necessary to become eligible for 
discharge on their own application, it had been 
supposed by some that a similar interpretation 
might be placed on the pay feature. But it is quite 
manifest that this would have been wrong. It 
would be a violation on the part of the Government 
of ite contract with those who had enlisted before 
the bill became a law to hold back any portion of 
their pay. Besides the language of the act is plain 
enough to show that no retroactive effect was in- 
tended. Considerable extra work will devolve upon 
tbe paymasters now that a deposit account is to be 
kept with every soldier who bas enlisted since July 
-1,in addition to those who make voluntary depos- 
its. All the featuros of the new act have now been 
vovered by regulations. Now let us see what the 
results will be. ° 








THE assignment to regiments of the recent West 
Point graduates is not be deferred much longer, 
whether the artillery increase bill does or does not 
become alaw. Alttough the Commanding Genera! 
suggested thatSeptember 1 would be ample time for 
making the assignments, the Secretary bas con- 
cluded to make them now. The papers are now be- 
fore him and he will probably have them in shape 
to go to Congress the latter part of the week. It is 
expected that the first four members of the class 
will be assigned as additionals in the Engineer 
Corps. There are nearly enough vacanvies in the 
cavalry and intantry arms for the rest of the class, 
but they will probably not be all filled, for it seems 
to be the intention to assign the full number recomn- 
mended by the Academic Board for the artillery 
branch to tbat arm as additionals, in anticipation of 
the passage of the artillery bill between now and 
March 4 next, when the present Congress ends, 
There are at present 41 vacancies, 9 in the cavalry 
and 32 in the infantry, and three more to follow the 
appointments to the vacant staff positions, making 
44in all, and leaving only 10 graduates in excess of 
the number of vacancies. 








lw view of the Secretary of War's recent commun- 
ication to Congress setting forth the necessity for 
the appointment of twenty additional chaplainr, 
surprise is expressed in some quarters that the two 
vacancies at present existing have been left uofilled 
so long. That the appointments bave not been made 
is probably due to the difficulty in making a selec- 
tion from the vast army of candidates with their 
numerous and varied endorsements. I[t is also 
thought that the President is a httle disappointed 
over the refusal of the Senate Military Committee 
to confirm the nomination of Father Galvin, which 
bas been pending for several months, and that he 
will be in no hurry to send in the other two names 
unfil some action is taken in Father Galvin's case. 
lt was expected at one time that his name would be 
withdrawn, as requested by a number of members 
of his own Church, but a number of religious bodies 
have also urged bis confirmation, so that between 
the two fires neither the Senate Committee nor the 
President seem to be able to decide what course to 
pursue. 








Berore authorizing the transfers of officers pro- 
vided for in the recent general orders skeletonizing 
Cos. [ and K and Troops L and M of each of the in- 
fantry and cavalry regimente, the Secretary of War 
has deemed it advisable to obtain the recommenda- 
tions of regimental commanders. A circular letter 
with this end in view was accordingly sent out from 
the War Department this week. This is as it should 
be. For the sake of harmony and efficient service 
it is highly important that offivers of widely differ- 
ent temperaments, or between whom there are 
strained relations, should not be brought together 
in one company. The underlying reasons why this 
and that officer should not be assigned to the same 
company cannot be known to the authorities at 
Washington in every case, and it is therefore only 
proper that the one who does know, the regimental 
commander should be consulted, as has been done. 








GrenerAL W. T. SHERMAN, U. S. A., discourses 
upon the subject of “Our Army and Militia” in 
the North American Review for August. The 
article is historical rather than critical, and the 
General does not conclude from his historical studies 
that relative conditions are greatly disturbed by 
modern invention. The old ratio that five guns on 
land are equal toa hundred afloat is unchanged. 
The two legged infantryman, carrying one stomach 








and consuming two pounds of food aday, still has 
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the advantageo (thesix legged centaur with two 
stomachs and a consumption of twenty pounds. 
Our Army, the General tells bis readers. “bas 
always been officered by men of marked ability.

The Department bas assumed hay my in respouse 
to an intimation conveyed Ay the Minister of 
Foreigo Affairs of Sweden and Norway, through 
the United states Minister at Stockholm, to the De- 
partment of State, that it would be regarded bv the 
Soverapass ene people of Sweden with peculiar 
satis 

Apart from the desire thus expressed, it is in the 
highest degree appropriate that the United States, 
through its Navy, sbould pay tbis final tribute to the 
memory of the great Swedish inventor. As the mort 
famous tative of the Scandinavian race in 
America, bis name stands for that of a kindred 

people, who bave given to-tbhis couotry a large and 
highly valued elemepvt among its adopted citizens. 
Ao officer of the S army in early life, Erics- 
son closed his career with the illustrious Sooeen 
of being among the foremost of Am mechan 
ice. Of the innumerable applications of meobanical 
art that ee Se fruit of his . ore wane so long 
ago passed into general ure they bave ceased 
be associated poomianty witb his name; but his 
achievements in toe field of naval science 
ain forever a monument to his memory. To the 
United States Navy he gave the first monitor, and 
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in ber he gave toall the navies of the world the 
germ of the modern battleship. 

For these rearovs, it is the Department’s desire to 
surround the embarkation with every circumstance 
that can invest it with dignity and solemnity. All 
the veseels of war that may be available will be as- 
seembled at New York, and will be directed to unite 
with youin paying to the deceased the honors be- 


fitting bis rank and bis distinguished name. The | 


details will be regulated by you in consultation with 
the representatives of Capt. Ericsson, and the offi. 
cers of the associations desiring to take part in the 
ceremony. Tbe anchorage ground near the Statue 
of Liberty is designated as the place where the Bal- 
timore will receive the remains, and the other ves- 
sels of war will be anchored in her vicinity. The 
marines from the sbips and the station will form the 
guard of bonor to escort the body from its eed 
resting place to the Battery. It will there em- 
barked on board the Nina and conveyed to the Bal 
timore, under the escort of all the available steam 
launches and pulling boats of the squadron, formed 
io Gounie column, the steam launches preceding the 
na. 

The Department bas extended to the Minister of 
Sweden and Norway at this Capital an invitation to 
be present, which will include the members of his 
legation and such officers of the consular service of 
Sweden iu this country as he may designate. Letters 
have alro been sent to the executors of the deceased 
and to Rear Admiral John L. Worden, U.S. Navy, 
the veteran captain of the Monitor, inviting them to 
take part in tbe ceremonies. and to accompany the 
remains to the Baltimore. It is the intention of the 
Secretary of the Navy to be present. By the pub- 
lication of this letter, the Department invites all as- 
sociations composed of the friends, companions or 
former countrymen of Capt. Ericsson to take part 
in the provession to the Battery, and to report to 
you through their representatives for instruction 
as to their position in the line and other details of 
the ceremony. 

The flag officers who may be in New York will be 
directed to co-operate with and assist you in carry- 
ing out this programme, the details of which you are 
authorized to modify as circumstances may require.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The Senate bill autborizing Lieut.-Co!. H. C. Cor- 
bin, Asst. Adjt.-General, to accept a position on the 
World’s Columbian Commission was passed by the 
Senate Aug. 2. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs bas made 
a favorable report on the Senate bill for the relief 
of Asst. Engr. Howard D. Potts, C. 8. N. 

The bill autborizing Capt. George W. Davis, 14th 
lnf., to accept a temporary position with the Nica- 
ragua Canal Co. bas passed both Houses of Congress 
and is now awaiting the signature of the President. 

The case of Col. McClure, who is seeking relief 
from the checkage mage against his accounts by the 
accounting efficers of the Treasury for $35,000 worth 
of funds which were not satisfactorily acccounted 
for 20 years or more ago, wus further considered by 
the House Military Committee this week. but no 
definite conciusion reached. Col. McClure’s pay as 
a retired officer was recently stopped in cousequence 
of tbe charge standing on the Treasury books against 
him, and tbe probabilities are that be wil! suffer the 
loss of pay for some time to come, for the outlook 
for relief by this Congress is by no means encour- 


agiug. 

The bill which recently passed the Senate for the 
relief of Lieut.-Col. Wm. Smith, Pay Dept., and other 
officers who bave had charges made against them 
by the accounting officers for disbursements held 
not to be strictly in accordance with law but which 
were made under orders from the Secretary of War 
was favorably reported by the House Military Com- 
mittee this weck. 

The following resolution, after cousiderable po- 
litical discussion, was adopted by the House Aug. 
5 in lieu of another submitted by Mr. Cummings, 
directing that the Committee on Naval Affairs in- 
vestigate the tnatter: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be directed to 
inform tbe House of the necessity of increasing the force 
employed at the Kittery Navy-yard, near Portsmouth, N. 
H., at this time, as ordered by the Department; whether the 
best interests of the public service require that tbe build- 
ings destroyed by fire in J y lust should be recon- 
structed; whetber the gunnery ship Lancaster should be 
completed; whetber repairs and alterations should be made 
on the training ship M ; whether t 
cessity for increasing at this time the wster supply and 
completing the hydrant system at said Nevy-yard, and for 
constructing a ferry boat thereat; whether the contem- 
plated ceptupeent of such increased force at suid Na 

ard at this time js or 1s 1. ot intended to affect the approac 
ng Congressional election in the State of Maine, rather 
to subserve the public interests,and inform the House the 
reasons for such order and of any precedents therefor. 

The conferees on the Sunday Civil Bill reached 
an agreement on that measure Aug.7. As finaily 
agreed to, the appropriation for the construction of 
buildings at and the enlurgement of such military

3 fixed at $690,000, which is 0 more first 
allowed by the House, and $110,000 1 pro- 











vided by the Senate. The item inserted by the 
Sevate appropriating $30 000 for a hospital at Col- 
umbus Barracks, Ohio, and increasing the limit of 
cost of bospital buildings to $30,000, was modified bv 
reduciog the amount in each instance to $25,000. 

The appropriation for continuing tbe publication 
of the rebellion records is fixed at $235,000 as pro- 
vided by the Senate. 

The dead lock between the Houseand Senate con- 
ferees on the Fortification bill was finally broken 
on Thursday last, when, after a good many conces- 
sions ou the part of the House members, an agree- 
ment was reached, and the bill reported for the 
avtion of the two Houses. The House yielded to 
nearly all the important amendments made by the 
Senate, and as a result the appropriation of $1,020.- 
740 to complete the Watervliet gun factory and pur- 
chase of additional tools goes out of the bill, though, 
it is understood, that in making this concession the 
House members secured a promise from the Senate 
members to the effect that provision for this pur- 
pose would be made during the coming session. The 
Senate amendment requiring that 50 per cent. of 
the forgings authorized under the act of 1888, and 
now being made by the Bethlehem [ron Works, 
may be finished and assembled by private contract, 
was accepted by the House members, as were also 
the amendment appropriating $50,000 for testing 
ppeamatic gun carriages, segmental guns and bigh 
explosives; and authorizing the purchase under 
contract of twenty-five 8 incb, fifty 10 inch and 
twenty-five 12 inch guns, for which an appropria- 
tion of $3 775,000 is made available, said amount to 
be deducted from the $6,000,000 authorized by the 
act of 1888. 

The provision appropriating $28.000 for the pur- 
chase of a12-inch cast-iron mortar inserted by the 
Senate was stricken ont. The amount for boring 
and turning lathes, rifling machines, and 80 ton 
travelling crane for manufacture of 12-inch guns 
at Watervliet Arsenal, was increased from 000 
to $320,000.

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NEW YORK CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Aug 7, 1890. 


THE second ot this season’s surprises at the State 
Camp was the condition of the 65th Regiment, after 
all that bas been said derogatory to that organiza- 
tion during the last four years. Col. Welch is un- 
doubtedly a bard working officer, and he deserves 
credit for placing it on a sound footing. He has 
much to do yet, and in fact will never bave what is 
usually called a “crack” regiment until the person- 
nel of the rank and file is greatly improved. Hebas 
pow a good working organization. Gen. Porter was 
80 well pleased with Col. Welch’s command that be 
complimented the officers when they went over in 
a body to pay their respects to him. 

The policing of the camp during the latter part of 
the week was fairly good. Otber minor details were 
fairly well attended to. In the matter of military 
courtesy the regiment is deficient. This organza- 
tion, together with the 25th Provisional Battalion, 
made a record for sickness that bas seldom, if ever, 
been beaten at the Peekskill camp. An epidemic of 
cholera morbus was brought about lernely by the 
foolishness of the men themselves, tegether with 
the excessively warm weather, and atone time 14 
enlisted men, together with Col. Welch, Lieut. Col. 
Robie, Maj. Downs and several captains were in the 
hospital. 

Maj. Downs made good progress with the separate 
companies, and at the eud of the week, taking it all 
around, the battalion was better in several respects 
than the regiment. This, however, was to be ex. 
pected, as the members of the regiment had much 
more to learn upon arriving in camp than the bat- 
tahon men did. 

The following figures show the attendance during 
the week: 
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On Saturday, Aug. 2, another innovation was witnessed 
when a provisional regiment composed of 12 separate com- 
panies took possession of the camp. This regiment wasdi- 
vided into three battalions, of four companies each, each 
battalion under command of a captain of one of the separate 
companies, und al! three battalions were under commund of 
Col, Alexander 8. Bacon, whose field and staff were made 
up as follows: Lieut.

The first problem which had to be solved under the new 
order of things was concerning the right of the 19th Sepa- 
rate Co to the right of the line. Capt. Haubennestel 
claimed pesition for his company, basing his claim on 
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that part of the tactics which say thata company, “at the 
discretion of the commanding ofhoer™ (of a regiment or bat- 
talicp), way maintain its position in the line while its cap- 
tain is temporarily detached. Col. Bacon agreed that that 
P ition was correct and agreed that thecompany should 

ave the riebt of line, as Capt. Haubenvestel was the senior 
captain. The powers that be, however, decided, uoder the 
other position of the tactics, which say that when a captain 
is detached the company takes its position according to the 
rank of the officer in command, that the 19th Company must 
take the extreme left of the line, 

The object of bringing 12 companies to camp and forming 
three battalionus was to teach the line officers in the organ- 
izations torougbout the State the duties of field officers, so 
that should occasion require the troops to be ordered out 
field officers would not have to be detailed to command the 
separate companies. Tbe experiment bas been eminently 
successful thus far, and it will undoubtedly be repeated as 
often as posible. captains detailed to act as com- 
manders of battalions take their commands out for bat- 
talion drill before breakfast in the place of company drill, 
and after breakfast the whole 12 companies are formed into 
aregiment. The separate companies are drilled in the com- 
pany movements, so that they are as vear perfection as they 
ever will be, before they leave their armories, consequent! 
the battalion movements ure just what they need. A ree 
ment of 12 companies, however, is rather unwieldy, and 
regimenta! drills have pot been so successful, tor that rea- 
son, as the battalion drill. bave. In the manual, the separate 
compacies, as usual, are excellent. ceremonies are 
fairly well performed, not being marked with any particular 
brilliancy nor any giariog errors. The policing bas im- 
groves each day, and that is as much as can be e .

Col. Bacon also brought four markers with him to camp, 
after receiving permission from Gen. Porter to do so. Col, 
Phisterer declared that they were not authorized and during 
Gen. Porter's absence refused to allow their names to ap- 
pear on the pay roll or to give them subsistence. When 
Gen. Porter returned on Wedfiesday he mptiy issued an 
order to the effect that the markers should receive both 
subsistence and pay.

His criticisms of Grant’s generals 
are outspoken. Many of them are now dead, but 
seg append afew specimens. Of Gen. A. J. Smith, 

© writes: 


He is intrepid to recklessness, bis head is clear though 
rather thick, bis disposition bonest and manly, though given 
to boasting and self-exaggeration of a gentie and innocent 
kiad. He is a good officer to command a division in an army 
corps, but should not be trusted with any important inde- 
pendent command. 

General Toayer is a fair, but not first-rate officer. 

Geovera! Blair is about the same as an officer that he is asa 
politician. He is 1nteiligent, prompt, determined, rather in- 
> a | to disorder, a poor disciplinarian, but a brave 

gbter. 

Geveral Logan isa man of remarkable qualities and pe- 
culiar character. Heroic and brilliaut, be is sometimes un- 
steady. Inspiring bis men with his own enthusiasm on the 
field of battle, be is splendid in ai) its crash and commotion; 
but before it bewins he is doubtful of the result, and after 
it is over he is fearful we may yet be beaten. 


Writing of Grant’s staff, he says: 


Grant's staff isa curious mixture of good, bad and in- 
different. As be is neither an organizer nor a eae 
bimeelf, bis staff is naturally a mosaic of accidental ele- 
ments and family friends.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The conditions are now favorable to the adoption 
at an early date of a new standard magazine smail 
arm of reduced calibre, for both the Army and 
Navy. Both the Ordnance Bureaus have been giv- 
ing More than usual attention to this important sub- 
ject during the past year, numerous experiments 
paving been made with new pieces by the Army 
people at Springfield Armory, and by the Navy at 
Anvpapolis, all of which have served to bring about 
one geveral conclusion, and that is that the true in- 
terest of the Services and of the country absolutely 
demand the early adoption of a redu calibre re- 
peating rifle. The uncertain state of the smokele-s 
powder question is not to be allowed to delay much 
louger action in this matter, for whether a satis- 
factory eis obtained or pot the reduced calibre 
is bound to follow. The experts are also quite 
unanimous in favor of a .20 calibre rifie. That 
will be the size of bore fixed upon by the Urdnance 
Department of the Army in their instructions to 
the board to be appointed during the coming month 
to investigate the whole subject of magazine small 
arms, with the view to the aaoption of a new piece 
for use in the Army and the militia, and it is ex- 
pected that the Navy will also fix upon that calibre 
at an early date. 


In a paper read before the American Institution 
of Mining Engineers, Mr. Oberlin Smith describes & 
number of experiments on “Aluminium in the 
Drawing Press.’’ Among other experiments, Mr. 
Hobbs, of the Union Metallic Cartrmdge Co., ran 
several pieces of aluminium through the dies “used 
in Waking brass cartridges, and reports that “ The 
metal does pot appear to stand nearly as much 
strain as brass or ‘gilding,’ but in drawing will ap- 
parently stand much more than eitber without an- 
pealing.’ Mr. Smith’s own experiments confirm 
this, and he concludes that aluminium is 
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larly well adapted for treatment in the drawing 
press. One of its chief advantages is that it can be 
worked with very httie annealing. 


Edmund Yates, writing from London to the Phila- 
delpbia Inquirer, says: “These are very nasty 
stories whicu are being told in reference to the new 
rifle, or, rather, the new cartridge. Tbere never can 
be smoke without a certain amount of fire. Let us 
hope tbat in thie case it is the smoke whivh is at faut, 
and that the promised waltbamite, the new smokeless 
powder, will reneve the War (Office of a difficulty 
which promises to become serious if all we are told 
istrue. We have heard many times that we possess 
the finest ritie in the world; but what is the value 
of a weapon if it proves unserviceable in action on 
account of fau)t in ammunition?” 


The Danish War Ministry has resently decided 
upon the introduction of the new Danish infantry 
rifle, a repeater, with eight millimetres calibre; 
length, 133 centimetres, and weight 85 Danish 
pounds, or some 9.3 Englisb pounds. The barrel is 
of compressed steel, 84 centimetres long, and 
surrounded by another thin steel barrel, which 

75.5 centimetres long, and is screwed to 
the proper barrel at the back. This gives the 
barrel a chance of «xtending when it becomes hot 
during firing, so that bendings are avoided. The 
front part of the outer barrel has been made 
stropger by aring soldered on to it, the foremost
